Labor Problem this Year. 


The conduct of the first farm sur­ 
vey of the county by the teachers and 
pupil* of the public- schools is now in 
progress. 
The supplies were receiv­ 
ed and distributed this week and the 
effort will be to get the data on every 
farm in the county th a t 
has more 
than three acres. 


The questionnaires will be placed 
before every farm er with the request 
that he fill out all blanks. 
The pur­ 
pose is to learn where labor will be 
needed, what farm s have lost some 
of the labor by the arm y draft, and 
many other conditions 
which 
are 
then to be tabulated and relief fu r­ 
nished where it is desired and where 
it can be given. 


A monte the items 
of information 
desired are the following: number of 
persons in the family 
between the 
iiKes of 14 an i 21 available for farm 
work, numb?r of persons over 21, 
number of hued men or sons of farm ­ 
er* who have left the farm for work 
other than farm labor within the last 
tw > year , (enlisted, drafted, other 
employment), whether partially ex­ 
perienced young men between 16 and 
21 years of age can be used, how 
many, dates when needed, what such 
helpers wrould be paid, where fa rm ­ 
ers would prefer male help to live, 
and the same questions about female 
help. 
One of the closing questions Is “ Did 
the shortage of labor last year pre­ 
vent you from harvesting any crop? 
What crop, arid how many acres?" 
Data is also asked on the am ount 
of livestock on hand, the acres of pas­ 
ture on the farm , num ber of acres 
planted in the various 
crops, 
and 
fruit. 
I>ata w also wanted on seed 
the farm er may wish to buy or have 
to sell 
It wdl be seen that the information, 
if faithfully and fully given, will fu r­ 
nish a basis for supplying labor and
